Returns  pouring  in  from  all  Divisions  have  boosted  pledges 
to  the  current  Community  Centre  Completion  Campaign  to 
$301,984.00  according  to  an  announcement  by  A.  Louis  Achbar, 
General  Chairman  of  the  Campaign.  Figures  for  the  557  contribu- 
tions reported  to  date  show  an  increase  of  $80,259.00  when 
compared  to  the  giving  of  the  same  group  of  individuals  in  the 
last  Building  Fund  Campagn  held  in  1953. 


Roughly  60%  of  the  objective 
has  been  reached  as  this  issue  goes 
to  press.  Workers  with  cards  in 
their  possession  are  making  an  all- 
out  effort  to  complete  their  calls 
on  prospects  by  the  end  of  this 
week.  Any  cards  which  are  not 
covered  will  be  convassed  during 
the  Blitz  of  some  500  homes  this 
Sunday  morning. 

The  $500,000.00  campaign  pay- 
able over  a five-year  period  was 
launched  in  mid-November  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  sufficient  funds 
to  build  new  Central  and  West 
End  Talmud  Torahs,  to  complete 
the  Gymnasium  and  the  balance 
of  Community  Centre  activity 
facilities, 

A wave  of  enthusiasm  swept  the 
community  as  the  seven  operating 
divisions  got  into  high  gear.  Over 
two  hundred  committee  members 
were  recruited  and  by  the  time 
the  campaign  is  completed  well 
over  three  hundred  members  of 
the  community  will  have  been 
directly  involved  in  the  work. 

Suggested  assessment  figures 
were  established  for  every  pros- 
pect and  many  meetings  were  held 
to  plan  the  19  separate  parlour 
meetings,  luncheons,  dinners  and 


community  breakfast  which  were 
subsequently  held  at  the  divisional 
level. 

The  Campaign  Committee  feels 
that  the  encouraging  progress  to 
date  is  an  indication  of  the  com- 
plete acceptance  of  the  campaign 
and  its  objectives  by  members  of 
this  community. 

The  results  have  been  up  to 
expectations  because  those  who 
have  attended  the  various  affairs, 
have  fulfilled  their  obligations  by 
accepting  and  in  many  cases 
exceeding  the  suggested  assessment 
figure  set  for  each  contributor. 

Notwithstanding  the  initial  re- 
sults, the  Campaign  Committee 
warns  against  complacency  because 
it  recognizes  that  a great  deal  must 
still  be  done  before  the  campaign 
can  be  declared  a success.  The 
appeal  cannot  be  closed  until  every 
member  of  the  community  will 
have  done  his  full  share. 

Remember  that  this  is  the  one 
local  project  involving  every 
member  of  every  family  in  every 
section  of  Ottawa  in  a very  per- 
sonal way.  If  we  do  not  succeed, 
the  responsibility  will  be  ours 
alone.

Contributors  to 
Meet  Thursday 
January  30 

A Special  General  Meeting  of 
Contributors  has  been  called  for 
Thursday  evening,  January  30,  it 
was  announced  today  by  Bernard 
M.  Alexandor,  Q.C.,  President  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 

The  meeting  is  being  held  in 
accordance  with  a resolution  adopt- 
ed at  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
of  Contributors  which  took  place 
on  June  25,  1957. 

This  resolution  authorized  the 
Board  to  plan  and  conduct  a five- 
year  campaign  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  sufficient  funds  to  con- 
struct new  Central  and  West  End 
Talmud  Torahs  and  to  complete 
the  gymnasium  and  other  Centre 
facilities.

SOME  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT 
THE  4C  CAMPAIGN 

Q.  How  was  the  quota  of  $500,000.  established  ? 

A.  This  is  the  estimated  cost  of  the  four  component  parts  of 
the  building  program  broken  down  as  follows  : 

Central  Talmud  Torah,  $150,000.;  West  End  Talmud  Torah, 
$150,000.  , . . . _ 

Completion  of  Gymnasium,  $100,000.;  Completion  of  balance 
of  Community  Centre  facilities,  $100,000. 

Q.  How  long  do  I have  to  pay  my  pledge  ? 

A.  Pledges  to  the  Campaign  are  payable  over  a five-year  period, 
with  the  first  instalment  due  in  1958. 

Q.  How  soon  do  you  expect  to  build  ? 

A.  This  will  depend  on  the  success  of  the  campaign  and  our 
ability  to  finance  construction.  Assuming  that  conditions 
are  right,  plans  could  be  completed  and  a contract  awarded 
during  the  first  half  of  1958. 

Q.  Is  there  to  be  any  priority  in  construction  ? 

A.  Construction  of  all  units  will  begin  simultaneously  if  the 
campaign  objective  is  reached  and  financing  can  be  arranged. 

Q.  Are  any  plans  being  prepared  now  ? 

A.  The  architects  are  completing  working  plans  and  specifica- 
tions so  that  there  will  be  no  delay  once  the  campaign  is 
brought  to  a successful  conclusion. 

Q.  As  a resident  of  the  West  End,  I subscribed  to  the  West 
End  Synagogue  Campaign  held  recently.  Am  I still  expected 
to  give  to  the  4C  Campaign  ? 

A.  The  contribution  which  you  gave  to  the  West  End  Synagogue 
was  for  the  express  purpose  of  helping  to  build  the  Syna- 
gogue portion  of  a new  building  which  will  serve  the  resi- 
dents of  that  area. 

The  4C  Campaign  on  the  other  hand  seeks  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  build  new  communal  Talmud  Torahs  in  the  down- 
town area  and  in  the  West  End  (which  for  economy  reasons 
will  be  housed  under  the  same  roof  as  the  Synagogue)  as 
well  as  recreational  and  other  communal  facilities  which 
will  complete  the  Jewish  Community  Centre.  Every  member 
of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  will  use  the  new  buildings. 
The  responsibility,  therefore,  rests  with  every  individual, 
regardless  of  where  he  may  reside. 

Q.  How  much  shall  I give? 

A.  In  order  for  the  campaign  to  reach  its  objective,  you  are 
asked  to  give  the  suggested  assessment  figure  which  has 
been  established  for  everyone  in  the  community.  Remember, 
that  this  is  the  one  local  project  involving  every  member 
of  every  family  in  every  section  of  Ottawa  in  a very  per- 
sonal way.  If  we  do  not  succeed,  the  responsibility  will  be 
ours  alone. 


Begin  New  Series 
of  Hebrew  Courses 
at  Centre 

A new  Series  of  Courses  in 
Elementary  and  Advanced  Hebrew 
was  initiated  this  week  under  the 
joint  sponsorship  of  the  Hebrew 
Culture  Organization  (Chug  Ivri 
— Keren  Hatarbut)  and  the  Adult 
Program  Committee  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre. 

Similar  courses  have  been  in 
existence  at  the  Agudath  Israel  Sy- 
nagogue for  the  past  few  seasons 
under  Mrs.  Zev  Vered  and  will 
•continue  to  meet  every  Thursday 
night. 

Three  Classes  in  Operation 

The  two  Elementary  and  one  Ad- 
vanced Class  which  have  been 
organized  now  will  meet  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  on  se- 
parate evenings  each  week  for 
twelve  consecutive  sessions  ending 
the  last  week  of  March. 

Beginners  had  the  choice  of 
selecting  either  the  Tuesday  or 
Wednesday  evening  class.  Those 
who  already  have  a basic  know- 
ledge of  Hebrew  formed  the  Ad- 
vanced Course  which  convenes  on 
Thursday  night.  All  classes  extend 
over  a two  hour  period  beginning 
at  8:15  p.m. 

The  current  series  of  Hebrew 
courses  is  part  of  a nation-wide 
movement  designed  to  give  as 
many  people  as  possible  a basic 
knowledge  of  the  spoken  and 
written  language  during  the  year 
of  the  Tenth  Anniversary  of  Israel’s 
Independence. 

New  Instructional  Method 

The  new  instructional  method 
which  is  used  will  enable  begin- 
ners to  read,  write  and  carry  on 

simple  Hebrew  conversation  at 
the  end  of  a three  month  period. 
At  least  five  hundred  basic  terms 
are  included  in  the  vocabulary. 
This  new  system  has  been  em- 
ployed with  great  success  in  the 
Ulpanim  schools  for  recent  arrivals 
in  Israel. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sinai  Frenkel, 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  of 
the  Talmud  Torah  are  the  instruc- 
tors. Both  are  native-born  Israelis 
who  have  had  considerable  training 
and  experience  in  the  Ulpan  me- 
thod. Mr.  Frenkel  will  teach  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  nights, 
while  his  wife  will  handle  the 
Wednesday  evening  group. 

Still  Have  Room 

The  registration  fee  for  the 
course  is  $5.00  which  includes  tui- 
tion and  books.  There  is  still 
room  for  a few  additional  students. 
Anyone  interested  can  enroll  by 
attending  the  evening  of  his  choice 
during  the  coming  week.  Further 
information  can  be  obtained  from 
Emanuel  Goldberg  or  Sinai  Frenkel 
at  CE  4-3377  or  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre,  CE  5-7258.

It  is  within 
the  power  of  our  own  pocketbooks 
and  generosity,  guided  and  bound- 
ed by  the  scope  of  our  consciences, 
to  make  sure  that  the  physical 
development  and  expression  of  Ot- 
tawa Jews  shall  take  place  under 
Jewish  auspices  and  that  our  own 
buildings  shall  be  capable  of  com- 
plete and  rounded  communal  acti- 
vities. 

Let  us  not  fail  ourselves.

ISRAEL  - THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 


By  Bertram  I.  Loeb 

During  the  past  year  Israel  can 
look  back  with  qualified  satisfac- 
tion on  substantial  accomplishment. 

She  believes  the  West  now  is 
much  more  aware  of  her  external 
problems.  Her  relations  with  the 
United  States  have  greatly  im- 
proved and  there  appears  to  be 
some  restoration  of  confidence  that 
the  United  States  won’t  abandon 
Israel  completely  in  favor  of  the 
Arabs.  Israel’s  young  but  power- 
ful army  has  had  the  experience  of 
a major  campaign  and  is  now 
equipped  better  than  ever  to  con- 
front her  Arab  enemies.  And  Is- 
raelis believe  their  Sinai  Campaign 
has  thrown  the  Arabs  far  enough 
off  balance  to  buy  a year  of  time 
for  the  West. 

Diplomatic  Relations 

Israel  hopes  too  to  reestablish 
diplomatic  relations  with  West 
Germany.  A Cabinet  crisis  was 
created  when  the  left  wing  cabinet 
members  disclosed  to  the  press 
that  a secret  delegation  was  en 
route  to  (West  Germany  to  nego- 
tiate an  arms  agreement.  Ben 
Gurion’s  resignation  followed  but 


President  Ben-Zvi  prevailed  upon 
him  to  reform  his  coalition  gov- 
ernment. 

More  than  80  thousand  immi- 
grants were  brought  to  Israel  dur- 
ing 1957.  Many  acres  of  new  land 
were  developed,  particularly  in  the 
Negev,  pipelines  from  Eilat  to 
Beersheba  were  completed  and  a 
number  of  new  industrial  ventures 
were  launched.  The  Jewish  popu- 
lation in  Israel  reached  the  2 mil- 
lion mark. 

Tenth  Anniversary 

1958  will  see  Israel  observe  its 
tenth  anniversary  — an  event  many 
people  did  not  believe  possible 
during  the  past  decade.  The  coun- 
try is  in  a jubilant  mood  and  look- 
ing forward  to  an  influx  of  many 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  tourists 
— and  a major  source  of  much 
needed  hard  currency.  Israelis 
feel  their  future  is  secure  and  self- 
sufficiency  is  possible  if  they  can 
have  a breathing  spell  from  war 
plus  long  term  credit  and  foreign 
aid.  Granted  peace  and  with  con- 
tinued support  from  world  Jewry, 
Israel  expects  the  coming  decade 
to  be  an  easier  One  than  the  last.
